WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court underscored to- 
day the right of police to seize 
evidence that is in their "plain 
view" and to use it at trial, even 
though they had no search war- 
rant. 


In an unsigned opinion the 


robbery conviction of James H. 
Harris of the District of Colum- 
bia was upheld over his claim 
that police violated the search 
provisions of the 4th Amend- 
ment by taking the victim's au- 
tomobile registration card from 
another automobile identified as 
the get-away car. 


The car was impounded by 


the police as evidence and it 
was towed to a lot where an offi- 
cer found the registration card 
on the metal stripping over the 
door, 


The court took the view "that 


the discovery of the card was 
not the result of a search of the 
car, but a measure taken to pro- 
tect the car while it was in po- 
lice custody." 


At one point Harris had won a 


reversal In a federal court here, 
He was sentenced to two to sev» 
en years,

How could she tell 
without making any tests?

A—A lack of calcium may 


be diagnosed by determining 
the blood calcium level or by 
s i g n s of decalcificatlon of 
bones as seen in X-ray films, 
I know of no other way to tell. 


A calcium deficiency may 


be associated with a defi- 
ciency of parathyroid 
hor- 


mone, in which case muscu- 
lar spasms in the hands and 
nervous irritability would be 
prominent symptoms. If you 
nave an uncomplicated cal- 
cium deficiency, you might 
have no symptoms at all or a 
weakness in the bones might 
develop. 


Q—I have taken calcium 


tablets for two years. Can one 
take too much calcium? 


A—An adult s h o u l d get 


about 800 milligrams of cal-

Civil Rights Plank

WASHtNGf ON (Ap) - Twen- 


tyfouf 
R^iplibllcan 
senators 


from states With 638 delegate 
votes have charted a course to- 
ward rejection of any "Southern 
strategy" civil rights plank by 
the GOP National Convention. 


Led by GOP Leader Everett 


M. Dlrksen; the 24 supplied the 
margin Monday by which the 
.Senate clamped debate<limiting 
cloture on a pending civil rights 
bill by a 65-32 count—the bare 
majority needed. 


This vote appeared to guaran- 


tee eventual passage of a bill 
carrying an open-housing provi- 
sion giving Negroes more en- 
couragement to move into the 
vote-packed white suburbs. Re- 
publican candidates count heav- 
ily on suburban support to offset 
the Democratic blg-clty strong- 
holds. 


If the 24 senators from as 


many states are reading the 
sentiment at home correctly— 
and there were divisions of opin- 
ion In three of the states—dele- 
gations representing nearly half 
of the 1,333 Miami Beach, Fla., 
convention votes are in no mood 
for a civil rights compromise 
with the deep South. 


This does not take into ac- 


count delegations from states 
which have no GOP senators 
but which are likely to support a 
strong civil rights declaration. 
These i n c l u d e Connecticut, 
Maryland, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Ohio, Washington and Wiscon- 
sin, which will have a total of 
204 convention votes.

Henry H. Fowler, one of the ar* 
chlfecls of the surcharge, is ex- 
pected to make a new appeal 
for the fa* whet) he testifies 
Wednesday before, the Senate 
finance Committee. 


Although the committee is pri- 


marily considering a House* 
passed bill to prevent the auto 
and telephone excise tat rates 
from dropping on April 1> it will 
be Fowler's first chance this 
year to appeal for the surcharge 
in a formal meeting with the 
Senate group.

cess to the census records. The 
court pointed out that the desired 
information might indeed be to the 
man's detriment — and therefore 
could not be released without his 
consent. 


That doesn't mean general statis- 


tics cannot be used, merely because 


yf are unpalatable to soinf 
fjfi- 


dividuals. Thus:

A city wanted to use census fig- 


ures to classify a certain block as 
a "blighted area." Property owners 
objected that this was using census 
information "to our detriment." 


But the court overruled their ob- 


jection, because this was not per- 
sonal information but simply the 
statistical profile of a neighborhood. 


Over the years, such statistics 


have become a valuable source of 
guidance not only for government 
but also for business, for agricul- 
ture, and even for individuals. After 
all, without the census, how could 
girls find out what sections of the 
country have the greatest concen- 
trations of eligible young men?

The color 
proof goes into a shadow-box in 
the pressroom so that the page- 
size transparency is lighted up 
as a guide to the press crew on 
what colors they have to produce 
on the press. It's a knuckle- 
busting job —but with luck the 
production team brings it off. 


There is no minor trouble 


with process color. Trouble is al- 
ways major. On our last Color 
Show —Buffalo River and War 
Eagle Handcraft Fair, Nov. 24, 
the Berkey separation negatives 
were pronounced O.K. by East- 
man Kodak —but we had dis- 
appointing results on the press, 
It turned out that we had worked 
too long with one batch of opened 
process inks, They had literally 
"died."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Hubert H. Humphrey 
stirred a storm in the Senate to- 
day by ruling out of order an 
antiriot measure as an amend- 
ment to the pending civil rights 
bill, 


Sen. Spessard fc. Holland, D- 


Fla., appealed Humphrey's rul- 
ing, and a roll call vote was or* 
dered on whether to sustain the 
vice president. 


After protracted 
argument, 


however, Holland withdrew his 
appeal and Humphrey's ruling 
was vacated under an agree- 
ment to permit the antiriot 
measure to come to vote as an 
amendment.

Then the antiriot proposal was 


modified by striking out lan- 
guage that some senators con- 
tended put the burden of proof 
on defendants. 


Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich.( 
floor manager of the civil rights 
protection-open housing meas- 
ure, implored his colleagues not 
to take action that could jeop- 
ardize Its passage. 


Hart reported that the admin- 


istration will submit its own 
antiriot legislation-later in the 
day or Wednesday. 


The antiriot !bill offered by
